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THE CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council, adjourned from the Previous 
Monday, was held on Monday night in 
the Council Chambers. Mayor Collison 
was in the chair and all the Aldermen 
were present with the exception of 
Ald. Howlett, whose leave of absence 
does not expire until the end of the 
year. 

There was not a great deal of busi- 
ness to ‘be cleaned up at this the last 
meeting of the 1924 Council. Messrs. 
Payne & Graham wrote in reply to a 
letter from the Secretary setting out 
the powers of the Council with regard 
to exemption from taxation or ecom- 
promising on arrears. The question 
arose out of the discussion over the 
discrimination admittedly shown 
against the Anglican Parish Hall. The 
solicitors stated that the 1924 City 
Council could, by by-law, exempt any 
person or ‘body from taxation, or if 
the matter was allowed to go over the 
end of the year the taxes would then 
be im arrears and the 1925 Council 
could make such compromise for pay- 
ment as they saw dit. The letter was 
laid on the table until the next regu- 
lar meeting. 

W. J. Botterill wrote that he was 
collecting rents for 'Mr. Somerset. One 
of the cottages was rented to Mrs. 
Thornburn, who lived there with four 
children. The rent was greatly in ar- 
Tears and if the tenants were ejected 
they would ‘become charges on the 
city. He suggested that the city 
assume responsibility for the rent. 
This has never been done iby any 
Council, and the present body felt that 
it would establish a very dangerous 
precedent. The case was referred to 
the Welfare Board. 

Alderman Howlett wrote from the 
east that he was still in bad health 
and that he would appreciate an exten- 
sion of three months leave of absence 
as his present leave expires January 
31. The ‘Council felt that it was a 
matter that should properly be left 
over to be dealt with by the new 
Council. 

The Department of Public Health, 
Toronto, wrote with respect to an ac- 
count owing them from a person they 
alleged was a resident of this city. The 
Secretary had replied that she was a 
resident of West ‘Park, in the Muni- 
cipal District of Pine Lake, and the 
city were not legally or morally res- 
ponsible for the account.

PROVINCIAL WORK 
FOR UNEMPLOYED 


Aictive measures to deal with unem- 
ployment have been taken iby the Al- 
berta Government during the past 
month. As far as possible various 
public works in the province have 
been kept under way, providing for the 
employment of several hundred men. 

In a statement to the press, Hon. 
Alex, Ross, Minister of Public Works, 
outlined this week the work which the 
Government has under way. A total 
of 110 men are now employed on 
bridge work throughout the province, 
and a similar number are employed 
on gravelling as weather penmits. 
Contracts have been let for 75,000 feet 
of piling. Of this quantity about 50 
percent. ‘will be creosoted, a new de- 
parture, which wilt add life to the 
timber. The same is being done with 
a large proportion of culverts, which 
will now be built of native timber and 
creosoted. Orders have been placed 
for a million feet of timber for bridg- 


es, and orders for another million 
feet will be placed. shortly. 
During his eastern visit, Premier 


Greenfield has impressed upon the 
railways the desirability of ordering 
coal from: the steam coal mines of the 
Province. As a result orders have 
been placed and several of these 
mines were opened up the past week. 
The railways have also been asked to 
make an effort to place orders for 
ties as soon as possible. 

The Department of ‘Public Works is 
also getting out figures on quantities 
for contracts for rock cutting on the 
highway through the Crow’s Nest 
Pass, work on which will ‘be unden 
taken as speedily as possible. 

Removal of Settlere from South 

A total of 405 settlers with 696 car- 
loads of effects have to date requested 
removal from the south-eastern part 
of the Province te other districts of 
Alberta, under the arrangements in 
effect between the Provincial and Do- 
minion Governments and the railway 
companies, 

Some thirty families have taken up 
lands in the irrigated belts, chiefly on 
the Government-endorsed projects of 
the United and Lethbridge Northern 
districts. The settlers removing have, 
for the most part, shown a determina 
tion to decide for themselves the loca- 
tion of their future homes, and in view 
of this, the Government has not at- 
tempted to force the trend of removal 
to any particular district, although it 
has been impressed upon these set- 
tlers the advantages of the Govern- 
ment irrigation projects. Many of 
those removing have remained in the 
foothill districts of Southern Alberta, 
while the remainder have found suit- 
able locations in Central and North- 
ern parts of the Province,

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TRIES IN WHEAT 
PRODUCTION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


As the value of the wheat crop on 
the prairie is normally about fifty per 
cent. of the total value of the entire 
annual agricultural production of the 
prairie provinces, it is interesting to 
learn how the yields of this impor 
tant crop {in Canada compare with 
those in other countries. Briefly 
stated, Canada has a much -higher 
average yield per acre than any 
other important wheat exporting 
country. Some countries which im- 
port wheat have a higher average 
yield per acre than Canada, but ther3 
are only a few of these, such as_ the 
United Kingdom, Germany and Den 


mark, which have a yield considerably 


higher, while the total quantity pro- 
duced by these countries is relatively 
very small. (Moreover, the expense of 
producing wheat in these countries is 
extremely high. Even such an impor- 
tant wheat producing country as 
France has an average yield of only 
two bushels per acre higher than 
Canada, while both Italy and Ry 
mania have lower yields per acre. 

The average yield per acre of wheat. 
over a period of 23 years, for the fol- 
lowing chief exporting countries of 
the world, is as follows: Canada 17.8 
bushels, United States 14.1, India 11.3. 
Argentine 10.6, and Australia 10.4. In 
Russia the average yield over a period 
of 15 years, was 9.4 bushels per acre. 
It will be seen, therefore, that Canada 
enjoys some considerable advantage 
over other exporting countries. This 
advantage is due in part to a natural 
adaptation of wheat to the soil and 
climate of this country, and, also, to 
improved methods of cultivation as 
well as to better varieties of wheat 
which have been introduced by scien- 
tific agriculture. 

Nevertheless, in spite of this 
favourable showing in average yield 
per acre, Canada is unfortunate in 
having the greatest variation from 
year to year of any large exporting 
country in the world. This large 
variation exists not only ‘between in- 
dividual years but aso ‘between aver. 
ages of two successive year periods 
and of five successive year periods. 
The lowest yield per, acre ever secured 
in Canada as a whole, was 10.1 bushels 
in 1919, while the highest yield was 
26.0 bushels in 1915. The five-year 
period, from 1917 to 1921, had an aver: 
age yield of only 12.8 bushels per acre, 
while the five-year period, from 190! 
to 1905, had an average yield of 21.2 
bushels per acre. Australia, while 
having less variation than Canada in 
\bushels per acre, has a larger variation 
in percent. of the average yield. For 
example, in Australiain 1903 the aver: 
age yield was only 2.5 bushels per 
acre, whie in 1921, the highest yield 
on record, it was 16.0 bushels per acre. 

The outstanding facts, then, in the 
Canadian production of wheat are 
that the average yield per acre is 
much better than in any other export- 
ing country in the world, but that, wn- 
fortunately, the variation from year 
to year is also greater than in any 
other country. The reason for this 
great variation in yield is due pre: 
dominately to variation in rainfall. 
When the season is dry the yield is 
small. It is self evident, therefore, 
that experimental work is urgently re- 
quired to try to improve this condi- 
tion. It is the object of Experimental 
Farms to experiment in order to dis- 
cover methods of farming which will 
reduce the injurious effects of dry 
years. The high average yield per 
acre, which (Canada now enjoys in 
comparison with that of other coun. 
tries, is due in quite a large part to 
the results of scientific agriculture. 
There remains yet the difficult task of 
reducing the losses suffered in dry 
years.

Another Egg Laying Contest year 
has ‘been completed, and the Canadian 
National Poultry Record Association 
has added another very successful 
year to its history. The number of 
registered birds from the 1923-24 Egg 
Laying Contests {s very much in ¢4x- 
cess of the number qualifying in for- 
mer years. Indeed the increase is sn 
great that the Contests which ended 
October 29th, 1924, will have more 
birds registered than were registered 
in the two preceding years. 

For the first time pullets from regis- 
tered hens have themselves qualified 
and have been marked for registra- 
tion, and these pullets will be the 
first mothers of registered :cockerels. 
The mating season of 1935 will be the 
first mating of what is known as the 
second generation registered female, 
the daughters of first generation reg- 
istered hens, Fortunate is the breed- 
er who has second generation females 
in his breeding pen for the mating 
season of 1925. To these breeders, 
j and to them only, will be the pleasure 
of having the first crop of registered 
cockerels. 

Thet the securing of the second gen- 
eration registered females is by no 
means an easy undertaking has been 
clearly demonstrated this past Dgg 
Laying ‘Contest year. All the pullets 
from registered hens did not lay the 
required number of eggs to qualify, 
which {is 200, and of those that laid 
the required amount, many were dis- 
qualified as not laying eggs up to 
standard size which is 24 ozs. to the 
dozen. It was pleasing to those who 
have laboured so diligently at this 
work to know that there was a lower 
percentage of second generation 
birds disqualified for small eggs 
than of first generation ones. ~ 

Strict regulations were enforced to 
keep out of registration birds whose 
eggs averaged less than 24 ozs. to the 
dozen, and the closest of checking 

was exercised in the case of second 

generation birds. It is believed 
that by disqualifying for egg weights 
and allowing no registered cockerel 
to be produced who has less than two 
generations of female ancestors who 
have laid standard sized eggs, the size 
of the eggs produced where registered 
cockerels are used, will, in a very 


few years be very materially increas- 
ed.

If it is good to rise from table 
with an appetite, so it may be reckon- 
ed good to end the old year and begin 
the new with a feeling of work to ‘be 
done and tasks to be faced manfully 
and hopefully. 

We notice certain individuals to 
whom the passing of the year is as 
the lifting of a dark shadow. For the 
last twelve months the untamed bach- 
elors have been walking warily after 
the manner of men under the suspend- 
ed sentence of Leap Year.

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WESTERN IRELAND 
-—THE REALM OF 
SINN FEIN 


It was in the West of Ireland that 


British rule first ‘broke down under; 


the attacks of Sinn Fein. It was in 
Western Ireland that were made the 
last efforts of De Valera’s republican 
Irregulars to resist the rule of the 
Free State Government. Today peace 
exists in Western Ireland, ‘but it is 
peace of a peculiar and rather pre- 
carious type. The Irregulars are for 
the moment quiet and not openly ac- 
tive, but they have not ceased to ex- 
ist. Free State soldiers say that sec- 
ret drilling of the Irregulars {s_ still 
going on, just as secret drilling of the 


Sinn Feiners went on in the days of |sion is acute. 


British rule, and that these Irregulars 
have plenty of arms. Occasional 
raids and searches for these arms 
were carried out by the Free State 
troops but they have little success. It 
isginteresting to see how completely 
all stgns of bitterness and hostility to- 
wards the British have died out in 
these Free ‘State troops. British vis- 
itors to the country can count on be- 
ing treated with friendly courtesy by 
soldiers and police, and in fact there 
are now increasing numbers of Britis 

paying holiday visits to the famous 
beauty spots or the fishing rivers of 
Western Ireland. On the other hand, 
there is no love lost between the 
soldiers and the Irregulars, whom the 
soldiers contemptuously refer to as 
the “Bolshies.” 

So completely has feeling changed 
with regard to the British that it is 
being said in private conversation 
that it is a great pity that the British 
have left and that it would be an ox- 
cellent thing if they came back. Prob- 
ably a good deal of this is due merely 
to the Trish habit of contradictoriness, 
and even more of it is due to the 
heavy financial loss to shopkeepers 
and traders generally resulting from 
the withdrawal of the British troops, 
but the change does exist whatever 
its cause. A visitor to the West re- 
cently who was told of it was inclined 
to be extremely sceptical on the sub- 
ject, but the very next day when mak- 
ing some small purchases in a shop he 
happened to ask the woman who kept 
the shop about the state of business 
in the town, and was surprised to hear 
her launch out into a denunciation of 
the disturbances and depression which 
have been prevalent since the British 
left. “We have never had peace or 
good times,” she said, “since the Brit- 
ish went away, and most of the people, 
if they spoke what is in their minds, 
would be glad to see the British back 
again, only they do not dare to say 
80.” Yet this woman was an Irish 
Roman Catholic, who went on to 
speak with regret of the loss of 
respect for the priests among the 
young men of the district, though she 
evidently failed to realize how much 
that loss is due to the undoubted en- 
couragement given by the priests to 
rebellion, outrage and murder in the 
years when Sinn Fein was conducting 
its anti-British campaign. 

The suggestion that the people are 
to some exent at least under the curb 
of fear is ‘borne out by enquiries in 
other directions. A stranger who 
tries to ascertain the selling value of 
farm land in Western Ireland is met 
by a curiously persistent evasion of 
his questions. He is told that it will 
depend on the quality of the land (a 
somewhat obvious point), that it is 
not easy to say what the price is, that 
some land is good and some land is 
stony or wet. (He is told anything 
and everything except what he wants 
to know. A hint at the cause of this 
was given by a worthy Trishman, a 
Catholic, who, on ‘being asked as to 
values in his district, evaded the ques- 
tion in his turn: “Are you thinking of 


buying land here yourself?” The 
stranger replied that he was. “Then 
you had better take care that they 


don’t start on you,” said the Irishman, 
and left unexplained the exact refer- 
ence to the “They,” and the exact 
meaning of the “Start on you.” An 
old Scotsman, a Protestant, long resi 
dent in the West of Ireland, was more 
explicit on the subject. “Do you 
know,” he sald, “the price you will pay 
for fanm land here?” and on being 
answered “No,” “You will pay your 
life,” he said. He went on to tell how 
anunwritten illegal sinister ban ex- 
ists in Western Ireland on the pur- 
chase or ownership of farm land by 
Protestants and strangers. Boycott, 
terrorism, and murder are still used 
to enforce this ban. Two years ago 
in the district in question a Roman 
Catholic cattleman employed by a 
Protestant refused to abandon his em- 
ployer’s service, when the latter was 
forced to flee from his land. The 
cattleman remained on the land look- 
ingafter the absent owner's interest. 
At the door of his little cottage he was 
shot dead. The local Catholic priest 
denounced the crime from the eltar as 
murder, and the same night the win- 
dows of the priest's house ‘were 
smashed, and a warning conveyed to 
him that he would do well to restrain 
his tongue in such matters, or he too 
would meet with an “accident.” Only 
a few weeks ago in the same -district 
another Roman Catholic tarm hand 
who refused to abandon his Protestant 
employer's land, had his two-roomed 
cottage fired into at night time. The 
assailants knew exactly the spot in 
the cottage where was placed the bed 
in which his wife and daughter slept, 
and they aimed their shots carefully 
so that the bullets, fired from both 
sides of the house, should pass close 
over the heads of these women, who 
had no means of shelter, since there 
were windows on each side of the cot- 
tage. The men who did these things 
are known beyond question through- 
out the district, yet they go about 
freely, unchallenged by any. If, there 
fore, it {s said that agrarian outrages 
have ceased in Western Ireland, that 
cattledriving and similar lawless deeds 
no lomger take place, and that peace 
has been established in.the country, 
the comment may perhaps fairly be 
made that this has been done ‘by some- 
thing akin to the method of making a 
desert and calling it peace. 

Local government in Western Ire- 
land does not seem to be marked ‘by 
a high degree of success. The city of 
Cork, like Dublin itself, has had its 
popularly elected council suspended 
by the Free State Government on ac- 
count of corrupt inefficiency, and is 
now under the rule of a nominated 
commission. Thetown ‘of Galway has 
had no municipal election for seven 
years owing to the disturbed state of 
the country, The existing counci) 
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“qoes no 
able to say that it would take at

has had its tenm of office prolonged 
from time to time until better condi- 
‘tions should ibe established. The at- 
tendance of the councillors has been 
and is anything ‘but‘regular, a quorum 
is got with. difficulty, and the dominant 
figures in the council are men of whom 
it may be said without unkindness 
that neither intellectual nor educa- 
tlonal eminence is their distinguish- 
ing characteristic.

The deplorable 
weather of this summer has hit them 
extremely hard, and in the West par- 
ticularly, where much of the soil is 
stony or wet, the farms are small, and 
the farmers have little or no reserve

The latter gets still further 
blamed on the ground that by giving 
relief in the past, she encouraged the 
Irish to depend on it, and now has 
abandoned them‘tothe callous neglect 
of her traitorous Irish flunkeys in 
Dublin. i 

fm some parts of the West small 
home industries of the type of rug- 
making and knitting are being foster- , 
ed with some success, and if these can ' 
be really established, they may be of 
substantial assistance to making a 
poverty stricken country at least self- 
supporting, but It is to be feared that 
the ingrained lack of energy and 
drive, which has left so much poten- 
tially good land undrained and 
waterlogged, will be a severe hand}- 
cap against the successful develop: 
ment of home industries in these days 
of highly organized world-wide manu 
facture, 

Improved education might do much 
for the country. At present the stan- 
dard is distinctly low, and it is low 
unfortunately just where it ought‘ to 
be ‘best—in the secondary schools 
forming the link wbetween primary 
education and the universities. It is 
a somewhat surprising thing to find 
that under the Free State Govern- 
ment the external examiners for the 
Free State universities are taken 
from Great Britain and not from Ire- 
land. This may be an indication, on 
the one hand, of an enlightened policy 
of the Free State Government, or, on 
the other, of an unfortunate tendency 
on the part of Irishmen to distrust 
their own countrymen and look upon 
them with jealous eyes.- It is again a 
possibly significant thing that these 
examiners have not ‘been without ex- 
perience of occasional “influence” be- 
ing brought to bear on ther, even 
from ecclesiastical quarters, to look 
with leniency on candidates for ex- 
aminations whose educational qualifi- 
cations are not so high as is expected 
of them. It seems hard to believe that 
improved standards of education 
would not reflect themselves before 
long in improved standards of cleanli- 
ness in the streets and houses of 
Western Ireland. 

It is not overstating the case to say 
that the housing conditions both in 
the farms and towns of Western Ire- 


land are deplorable. ‘Low, often 
thatch-roofed dwellings, dark and 
smoky, with doors of the “half pat- 


tern familiar in stables and smithies. 
opening direct from the crowded main 
living room into streets which appear 
to receive all the household refuse in 
their uncleaned gutters—these things, 
whatever their cause, must surely be 
changed before a people really healthy 
in body and mind can be brought into 
existence. Many British manufactur- 


ing towns are ugly and sordid enough, 
but there is a combination of poverty,

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dirt, and slovenliness about these 
houses in Western Ireland, which js 
singularly depressing, and which 
more than neutralizes the clean, 
healthy smell of the burning peats 
and the fresh winds from the Atlantic 
that blow over the hills and through 
the streets of Western Ireland. 

‘As in Dublin, so in Western Ireland, 
the suggestion of distrust is in the 
air, ‘Secret brotherhoods, under- 
ground influences, unspoken menaces 
are too many to allow of a really com- 
fortable atmosphere. Of such an un- 
comfortable character is this incident. 
The Limited mail from the West of 
Ireland to Dublin on a_ recent day 
stopped at a small town on its route. 
In one of the compartments were four 
men, two Irish, two British, occupying 
the corners of the compartment. 
Amongst those who got into the cor- 
ridor of the carriage were two men, 
one of whom came into the compart- 
ment in question. His companion open- 
ed the door and asked him in English 
to ‘come along to another compart- 
ment, but the first man replied in a 
language which was presumably Irish 
and remained where he was. The Irish 
railways have a broader gauge than 
those of Great Britain, and the car- 
riages are therefore wider and more 
roomy. Yet the newcomer deliberate- 
ly and quite needlessly seated himself 
very close to one of the Britishers in 
the compartment and, as soon as the 
train started, stealthily nudged him 
with his elbow. The Britisher looked 
at him, and suspecting from his rath- 
er strange manner and look that he 
was either unbalanced or slightly 
drunk, took no notice of him. The 
man’s hands were moving restlessly, 
clasping and unclasping spasmodical- 
ly, but gradually these movements hbe- 
came regular until they took shape in 
the deaf and dumb alphabet, in which 
he “talked” for a minute or two. None 
of the other men in the compart- 
ment took any notice, and suddenly 
the newcomer stood up, put his hat on.

LETHBRIDGE MAYOR 


Hardie Nurses Grievance Over Double 
Platoon for Firemen 


‘Lethbridge, Dec. 24.—Lethbridge is 
not represented at the conference held 
in Edmonton today to deal with the 
unemployed situation which has reach- 
ed an acute stage in Edmonton, Cal- 
gary and Medicine Hat. Mayor Hardie 
holds to his view that nothing will be | 
gained ‘by his going to Edmonton. He 
bas written his opinion that federal 
and provincial governments should 
shoulder the responsibility with the 
rity in dealing with the unemployed 
fby each contributing one-third, the 
remaining one-third being left to the 
cities to provide. 

So far as Lethbridge is concerned, 
the mayor blames the provincial gov- 
ernment for adding to the difficulty of 
the unemployment problem by causing 
the city to incur a lability of $12,000 
for the institution of the double pla. 
toon for the firemen, which money, 
wholly or in part, could have been well 
used for the relief of unemployment. 
He condemns the government for the 
legislation with the twenty-four hours’ 
rotary leave tacked on for decision by 
a plebiscite.. In reference to the 
double platoon there has been no call 
on the night men since it has been 
installed, that is, in the past six 
months. As it is, the night men have 
each done one night’s work a week, 
that is the work imposed on one of 
the shift to attend to the telephone 
during the night. The. others who 
come on at six in the evening go to 
bed at ten and have the whole day off 
on the next day when the day shift 


comes on. 
By economies effected, said the 
mayor, he had cut the cost of the 


fire brigade down to half and now 
with the installation of the double 
platoon and the rotary leave the cost 
was doubled. 

The city is looking after its own 
poor and unemployed in the ‘best way 
it can through the relief administered 
by the nursing mission. But all the 
same, added the mayor, the $12,000 
which the provincial government has 
seen fit to force on the city would 
have been very helpful for dealing 
with the city’s unemployed. 


TWENTY-ONE DIE 
FROM THE SEVERE 
COLD IN CHIGAGO 


Intense Cold Moves from the Middle 
West on to the East 


Chicago, December 27.—The middle 
west, which has been in the grip of 
near zero weather for most of the 
week, yesterday experienced a moder- 
ation of the cold, while the severe 
cold had moved eastward to the At- 
lantic seaboard. 

A blizzard from the north, descend- 
ing on Great Falls, Mont., was the 
forerunner ofthe new cold spell, and 
caused temperatures to drop from 
above freezing point to nearly zero 
within a few hours. 

Rotary snowplows were out in this 
section yesterday, battling to keep 
roads and rail’ communication open. 
The last few days of storm and cold 
also did considerable damage to wire 
communications in the southwest 
which had just recovered from the 
sleet and snowstorms of last week. 

Twenty-one deaths have followed in 
the wake of the Christmas cold, a 
check-up yesterday indicated. 
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CANADA MAKES NEW 
ISSUE OF NOTES 


Modern Bank Bills Recall Old Forms 
of Currency 


The Fiftieth Annual Report of the 
Imperial Bank of Canada, which was 
presented at the recent meeting of 
the shareholders of that institution, 
shows that the Bank has fully main- 
tained its position as one of the 
strongest and soundest financial insti- 
tutions in Canada. 

Marking this occasion, the Imperial 
Bank placed in circulation on De 
icember 22nd a new issue of Bank not- 
es in denominations of $5, $10, $20, 
$50 and $100. These notes are hand. 
some examples of fine bank note work 
embodying modern features of protec- 


tion against counterfeiting, which in- 
clude fine steel engraved portraits of 
the President and General Manager. 
The fives and tens carry portraits of 
Mr. Peleg Howland, President of the 
Bank, on the left hand side of the 
face of the note, and of |Mr, A. &. 
Phipps, General Manager, on the 
right hand side. On the twenty dol- 
lar note a portrait of the President ap- 
pears on the face in the centre with 
handsomely engraved lathe counters 
on either side carrying the denomi- 
nation in prominent figures, while on 
the fifty and one hundred dollar notes 
Mr. Howland’s portrait appears at the 
right and left hand sides respectively 
with engraved lathe counters, giving 
the designs a pleasing and artistic 
appearance. it is particularly approp- 
riate that Mr. SHowland’s portrait 
should appear on the notes of the new 
issue replacing that on the issue now 
in use of his father, Mr. H. S. How- 
land, who was the (first President of 
the Bank when it was founded fifty 
years ago. Mr. Phipps is well known 
throughout Western Canada, having 
joined the Imperial Bank at Brandon 
in 1891, and having held various posi- 
tions in the Bank’s service at Bran- 
don, Vancouver, Revelstoke, Calgary 
and Winnipeg, before his appointment 
to the general managership in July, 
1921. A uniform design has ‘been ad- 
opted for the back of the notes with de 
nomination of each shown in figures 
on either side of the Bank’s Coat-of- 
Arms, and across the bottom in Rom- 
an lettering. These represent fine ex: 
amples of steel engraving and print: 
ing. 

The story of the gradual develop- 
ment of currency to the forms in 
common use today constitutes an in- 
teresting chapter in the country’s his- 
tory. In the earliest days when Cana- 
da was known as New France, in lieu 
of a better circulating medium, beaver 
and other furs, wheat and _ tobacco 
were accepted in trade. Following 
this custom the French Government 
introduced a system of “ordonnances” 
and card money which quickly fell 
into disrepute through depreciation. 
After the British occupation in 1763 
the British Government introduced the 
dollar, importing large quantities of 
Spanish dollars for the purpose. In 
1812 the first Government bills were 
introduced, and about 1817 the first 
bank note made its appearance. The 
first Bank Act, passed in 1871, author- 
ized ‘banks to issue notes for $4, or 
more. Bills of $4, $6, $7, $8, and like 
amounts were then common. The 
regulation now in force restricts bank 
issues to notes of $5 or multiples 
thereof. 

Modern Canadian issues, such as 
the new issue of the Imperial Bank, 
are literally ‘as good as gold.” The 
note holder is absolutely protected 
by a security reserve called the Bank 
Circulation Redemption Fund, estab- 
lished in 1890, and contributed to by 
all banks. Short of out-and-out des- 
truction, there are no circumstances 
which could possibly arise which 
would nullify the value of a Canadian 
bank bill. 


RED CROSS WORK 


The practical subject vf Home Nurs- 
ing has been included in the peace- 
time program of the Alberta Division 
of the Canadian Red Cross Society, 
and in many parts of the province the 
new Red ‘Cross HomeNursing Course 
is making progress. In no phase of 
life does it pay to be prepared in 
health matters and in the accidents 
and emergencies of everyday occur- 
rences more than in the care of the 
young family. There is a crying need 
that women should know what to do 
and have the ability to do it in the 
thousand cases of illness when the 
services of a registered nurse cannot 
be obtained. That is the very need 
which this course of instruction will 
meet. It teaches not only the care of 
the family during sickness, but lays 
emphasis on the simple rules of 
Hygiene and Sanitation, in the ob- 
servance of which lies the safety of 
the family and its immunity from dis- 
ease, 

Let it be clearly understood that 
the instruction given does not qualify 
students to practice for remuneration. 
Jt does, however, enable women to 
carry out intelligently the instructions 
of the doctor or graduate nurse who 
may be in charge of the case of sick 
ness. There are involved in the 
scheme the following: 1. Any group of 
women who wish to gain this know: 
ledge. 2. A teacher. 3. A book. 

The first is to be found in every 
community in the province. The sec 
ond must be a graduate nurse, single 
or married, who resides in the dis- 
trict and is willing to give her servic- 
es voluntarily. The third is the 
Home Nursing Manual compiled by 
the Red Cross for the conduct of 
these classes. The course consists 
of twelve lessons, the chief importance 
of which is the actual work, for in 
these classes practical demonstration 
forms a major part, At present Seven 
classes are in operation at the fol- 
lowing points, Hardisty, Tilly, Clares 
holm, Elnora, Blackie, Hartshorn, 
Carseland.
